NATO Charts Afghanistan’s Future 


Thousands protest as 
alliance, Obama meet 
to cement future plans 


Chicago 

President Obama and NATO allies 
declared Sunday that the end of the 
long and unpopular Afghanistan war 
is in sight even as they struggled to 
hold their fighting force together in 
the face of dwindling patience and 
shaky unity. 

From his hometown and the city 
where his re-election operation hums, 
Obama spoke of a post-2014 world 
when “the Afghan war as we under- 
stand it is over.” Until then, though, 
remaining U.S. and allied troops face 
the continued likelihood of fierce 
combat. 

“We still have a lot of work to do, 
and there will be great challenges 
ahead,” Obama said. 

Gen. John Allen, the top command- 
er of U.S. and NATO forces in Afghan- 
istan, offered a stern warning Sunday 
that the plan to give Afghan forces the 
lead in fighting next summer won’t 
take coalition troops out of harm’s 
way. “It doesn’t mean that we won’t be 
fighting,” Allen said. “It doesn’t mean 
that there won’t be combat.” 

The fate of the war is both the cen- 
ter of this summit and a topic no one is 
celebrating as a mission accomplished. 
The alliance already has one foot out

End of War in Sight

A majority of Americans now say 
the war is unwinnable or not worth 
continuing. Only 27 percent of Ameri- 
cans say they back the effort while 66 
percent oppose the war, a new low, 
according to a poll released this month.

Exonerations Registry Created 


The Scope of the Problem 

The newly created National Registry of Exonerations begins at the start 
of 1989. It gives an unprecedented view of the scope of the problem of wrongful 
convictions in the United States, and the figure of more than 2,000 exonerations 
“is a good start," said Rob Warden, executive director of the Center on Wrong- 
ful Convictions. The registry excludes at least 1,170 additional defendants. Their 
convictions were thrown out starting in 1995 amid the periodic exposures of 13 
major police scandals around the country. In all the cases, police officers fabri- 
cated crimes, usually by planting drugs or guns on innocent defendants, (ap) 


New archive shows 
more than 2,000 
wrongly convicted 

Washington 

More than 2,000 people who were 
falsely convicted of serious crimes 
have been exonerated in the United 
States in the past 23 years, accord- 
ing to a new archive compiled at 
two universities. 

There is no official record-keep- 
ing system for exonerations of con- 
victed criminals in the country, 
so academics set one up. The new 
national registry, or database, pains- 
takingly assembled by the Universi- 
ty of Michigan Law School and the 
Center on Wrongful Convictions at 
Northwestern University School 
of Law, is the most complete list of 
exonerations ever compiled. 

“We know there are many more 
that we haven’t found,” added Uni- 
versity of Michigan law professor 
Samuel Gross, the editor of the 


newly opened National Registry 
of Exonerations. 

The database compiled and 
analyzed by the researchers con- 
tains information on 873 exonera- 
tions for which they have the most 
detailed evidence. The research- 
ers are aware of nearly 1,200 other 
exonerations, for which they have 
less data. 

They found that those 873 exon- 
erated defendants spent a com- 
bined total of more than 10,000 
years in prison, an average of more 
than 11 years each. Nine out of 10 
of them are men and half are Afri- 


can-American. 

Nearly half of the 873 exonera- 
tions were homicide cases, including 
101 death sentences. Over one-third 
of the cases were sexual assaults. 
Seven percent of the exonerations 
were drug, white-collar and other 
nonviolent crimes, 5 percent were 
robberies and 5 percent were other 
types of violent crimes. 

“It used to be that almost all the 
exonerations we knew about were 
murder and rape cases. We’re final- 
ly beginning to see beyond that. 
This is a sea change,” said Gross.

Bee Gees’ Robin Gibb Dies at 62 


London 

Robin Gibb, a founding member 
of the Bee Gees who helped pro- 
pel the group to international star- 
dom, has died. He was 62. 

“The family of Robin Gibb, of 
the Bee Gees, announce with great 
sadness that Robin passed away 
today following his long battie with 
cancer and intestinal surgery,” fam- 
ily spokesman Doug Wright said 
in a statement. “The family have 
asked that their privacy is respect- 
ed at this very difficult time.” 

Gibb was one of three brothers 
whose soaring falsetto harmonies 
helped power such hits as “Stayin’ 
Alive” and “Night Fever.” 

The band was best known for 
the influential “Saturday Night 
Fever” soundtrack album that 
became one of the fastest selling 
albums of all time. The 1977 sound- 
track came to epitomize the flashy 
disco era.

Gibb enjoyed a long career as 
a Bee Gee and as a solo artist and 
also produced and wrote songs for 
many other performers.

‘No Real Closure’ 


Lockerbie families 
still seek answers 
after bomber’s death 


New York 

For relatives of the people who died 
in the Lockerbie bombing, the death 
Sunday of the only man who was 
convicted stirred up questions once 
again about his guilt and whether 
others went unpunished. 

It also gave families a chance 
to reissue pleas for further inves- 
tigation. 

Abdel Baset al-Megrahi, a Lib- 
yan intelligence official, died of 
complications from cancer, a rel- 
ative said. Al-Megrahi was con- 
victed of blowing up Flight 103 
over the Scottish town on Dec. 
21, 1988, which killed 270 people, 
many of them New York and New 
Jersey residents. 

The families had banded togeth- 
er after the bombing, immersing 
themselves in terrorist policy, inter- 
national relations and airline secu- 
rity and lobbying for compensation 
from Libya. But their views on al- 
Megrahi’s role in the bombing are 
far from uniform. 

“Megrahi is the 271st victim of 
Lockerbie,” said David Ben-Ayreah, 
who represents some British fami- 



Who Was al-Megrahi? 

Abdel Baset al-Megrahi, a former Libyan intel- 
ligence officer who was the only person ever con- 
victed in the 1988 Lockerbie bombing, died at home 
in Tripoli on Sunday. He was 60. Scotland released 
al-Megrahi on Aug. 20, 2009, on compassionate 
grounds to let him return home to die after he was 
diagnosed with prostate cancer, much to the out- 
rage of the relatives of the attack’s 270 victims. Al- 
Megrahi had insisted he was innocent, but he kept a 
strict silence after his release, (ap)

the bombing. 

In 2007, an investigation by a 
Scottish tribunal found that new 
evidence — and old evidence with- 
held from trial — suggested that 
al-Megrahi “may have suffered a 
miscarriage of justice.” 

Even those who believed al- 
Megrahi did take part in the bomb- 


ing say his death still leaves ques- 
tions unanswered. 

“It closes a chapter but it doesn’t 
close the book. We know he wasn’t 
the only person involved,” Frank 
Dugan, president of the group Vic- 
tims of Pan Am Flight 103, said. 

“I’m glad he’s gone, but there’s 
no real closure,” Eileen Walsh, a 
Glen Rock, N.J., resident whose 
father, brother and sister died in 
the bombing. “There’s nothing but 
a bad taste in my mouth.” 

Al-Megrahi’s death should not 
be an excuse to stop trying to find 
out who was behind the bombing, 
she added. 

After Moammar Gadhafi’s fall 
last year, Britain asked Libya’s new 
rulers to help fully investigate, but

Ramallah, West Bank 

Palestinian rivals Hamas and 
Fatah agreed on Sunday on a new 
timetable for a power-sharing deal 
that envisions elections in about 
six months, officials from both 
sides said. 

Reconciliation efforts have 
stalled repeatedly, and it is unclear 
if the latest agreement, brokered by 
Egypt, would end the impasse. 

The Islamic militant Hamas 
seized Gaza from Fatah’s leader, 
Palestinian President Mahmoud 
Abbas, in 2007, leaving him with 
only the West Bank. 

Earlier this year, Abbas and 
Hamas’ supreme leader, Khaled 
Mashaal, agreed that the Palestin- 
ian president should head an inter- 


im coalition to prepare for elections. 
However, the agreement never got 
off the ground because of disagree- 
ments over implementation.

Under the plan agreed to on 
Sunday, the election commission 
would begin updating voter records 
in Gaza on May 27. Within 10 days, 
Abbas and Mashaal would form the 
interim government, which would 
be in office for no more than six

Launch Hunger Strike 

Several hundred Egyptians, including 
one of the 13 presidential candidates, 
began a 24-hour hunger strike on Sunday 
in Cairo to protest the continued deten- 
tion of around 300 people rounded up in 
a mass arrest who face possible military 
prosecution. The protest comes ahead of 
the country’s two-day election process, 
which begins Wednesday, (ap)

17 Slain in Skirmishes 

Fresh clashes between al-Qaeda fighters 
and government forces in Yemen Left 17 
dead on Sunday, military officials said, as 


the army pushed on with an offensive to

Summer Getaway Guide 


Tips for the fastest 
ways to get to the 
beach for some R&R 

Travel 

Vacation-bound travelers can dream 
all they want about their favorite 
lobster pounds, taffy shacks and 
boat drinks. I know something 
just as good: the first full summer 
with highway-speed E-ZPass lanes 
at Delaware’s 1-95 toll plaza. Pre- 
fer your own visions, you say? Well, 
for many thousands on the heavi- 
ly traveled routes north of the Dis- 
trict, my travel-time image could 
mean an extra day at the beach. 
Here are some tips from travelers 
who make these drives. 

Northeast Corridor 

^ Classic route: Interstate 95 to 
1-295, across the Delaware Memo- 
rial Bridge to the New Jersey Turn- 
pike to northern New Jersey 
approaches to New York (about 
227 miles). 

^ Alternatives: Consider 1-95 to 
1-695, just before Baltimore, to 1-83 
to York and Harrisburg, Pa., then 
1-81 to 1-78. Options include stay- 
ing on 1-78 across New Jersey 
toward New York City, or taking a 
more northerly course, following 
Route 22 just before Allentown, 
Pa., to Route 33 to 1-80 across the 
top of New Jersey. 


^ Travel tip: Approaching the New- 
ark, Del., toll plaza, the two left 
lanes will take you to the highway- 
speed E-ZPass toll readers. Those 
lanes put the easy in E-ZPass, but 
Delaware still can be nasty at peak 
periods, especially around the exits 
for routes 1 and 7. 

Deep Creek Lake 

^ Classic route: 1-270 to 1-70 west 
to 1-68 west to Exit 14A at Keysers 
Ridge and follow Route 219 south 
(about 180 miles). 

^ Alternative: Between Frederick 
and Route 219, try portions of Route 
144 and Alternate 40, most of which 
is the Historic National Road. Take 
it to enjoy a different drive to West- 
ern Maryland but not to save time. 
^ Travel tip: Maryland’s major 
roads, including 1-270, 1-70 and 
routes 15 and 40, pass through a 
bottleneck at Frederick. Try to avoid 
starting your trip between 1 and 
8 p.m. Fridays, have a map to review 
options on detours and be patient. 

Eastern Shore 

» Classic route: Route 50 east to 
Ocean City (about 150 miles). 

^ Alternative: There really isn’t a 
good highway alternative to the 
Ocean Gateway (Route 50). Around 
Wye Mills, Route 404 branches east 
from Route 50 and heads for Reho- 
both Beach on the Delaware shore, 
but it’s narrow and crowded. 

^ Travel tip: The HOV lanes on 


Route 50 are HOV all the time. The 
best Bay Bridge travel times for 
summer weekend getaways are 
Thursdays before 10 a.m. and after 
10 p.m., Fridays before 10 a.m. and 
after 10 p.m., Saturdays before 

7 a.m. and after 5 p.m., Sundays 
before 10 a.m. and after 10 p.m., 
and holiday Mondays before 

10 a.m. and after 10 p.m. 

Outer Banks 

» Classic route: 1-95 south, to 
1-295 south, to 1-64 east, to 1-664 
south, then 1-64 to Exit 292 for 
Chesapeake Expressway/I-464/ 
Route 17. Then keep left to contin- 
ue to the Chesapeake Expressway 
(Route 168) and take Nags Head/ 
Great Bridge Exit 291B to routes 
168 and 158 and the Outer Banks 
(about 270 miles to Kitty Hawk). 
» Alternatives: After Fredericks- 
burg, some 1-95 drivers pick up 
Route 17 south at Exit 126 and take 
it to 1-64 in the Hampton Roads 
area. Others take the 1-295 bypass 
around Richmond into the Peters- 
burg area, then take Exit 50 to 
Route 460 east. 

» Travel tip: Virginia has widened 
1-95 in southern Fairfax County. 
Even so, Friday afternoon traffic 
south of D.C. can be stop-and-go to 
Fredericksburg. Either leave by 

11 a.m. or wait until after 8 p.m. Even 
better, head out between 6 a.m. and

Culture Battle Over Food l^uck 



Popular Fojol Bros, 
criticized for use of 
stereotypical outfits 

Washington 

Neither Drew Franklin nor Arturo 
Viscarra has ever eaten at one of 
the Fojol Bros.’ three colorful, cross- 
cultural food trucks. Despite this 
fact, the two roommates have, in 
the course of a week, transformed 
one of the District’s most popu- 
lar mobile vendors into one of the 
most despised. 

It started on May 11 with Frank- 
lin’s semicrude “Open Letter to 
the ‘Fojol’ Bro-dawgs” on Face- 
book and continued with Viscar- 
ra’s online petition at Change.org, 
which demanded that the Fojol 
Bros, “[rjespect Asian and Afri- 
can cultures — stop the brown- 
face minstrel act!” 

The Fojol employees wear tur- 
bans and fake bushy mustaches and 
assume mythical personas from the 
lands of “Merlindia” and “Benethi- 
opia” — all while peddling dishes 
inspired by the cuisines of India, 
Ethiopia and Thailand. 

The charges of racism and 
cultural mockery have blindsid-

ed Fojol cofounder Justin Vitarel- 
lo, who essentially pioneered the 
city’s modern food-truck move- 
ment when he rolled out his first 


Fojol Bros, vehicle during Barack 
Obama’s inauguration on Jan. 
20, 2009. 

The charges have impact- 
ed his young, ethnically diverse 
staff, says Vitarello, and they have 
proved a huge distraction as his 
ever-growing business gears up 
for the busy summer months on 
D.C.’s streets. 

The petition campaign 
against the Fojols has created 
a sort of crisis of conscience for 
Washingtonians.

Some have berated themselves 
for not speaking up before now, 
even though they’ve been troubled 
by the trucks’ carnival-like shtick 
from the beginning.

Others, however, fret that the 
District has become such a polit- 
ically correct zone that no one — 
not even young entrepreneurs with 
a clear affection for internation- 
al cuisines — can playfully incor- 
porate the symbols and clothing 
of another culture without being 
accused of racism.

Finances May Slow Purple Line 


Washington 

Maryland Gov. Martin O’Malley, 
D, has long promised that the D.C. 
suburbs and Baltimore would each 
get a new light-rail line and that the 
Purple Line and its counterpart in 
Charm City could be built at the 
same time. But financial documents 
recently submitted to the Federal 
Transit Administration show that 
O’Malley’s promise will be difficult 
— if not impossible — to keep. 

The General Assembly’s recent 
rejection of the governor’s proposed 
gas-tax hike makes it likely that the 
state will have to choose to build one 
of the lines before the other, state 
and local transportation officials say. 


With no new tax revenue dedicated 
to transportation, finding the money 
for even one of the light-rail lines wiU 
be difficult, the officials say. 

The state hoped to begin con- 
struction on both lines in 2015, with 
the 16-mile Purple Line opening 
between Bethesda and New Car- 
rollton by late 2020 and the 14-mile 
Baltimore Red Line opening in 
early 2021. But construction of the 
runner-up project probably would 
be delayed at least five years. 

When asked whether Maryland 
could afford to build both at once 
without a gas-tax increase, state 
Transportation Secretary Beverley 
Swaim-Staley said, “Probably no.”

Meet Mrs. Popular 


The first lady holds the spotlight as 
a likable force for Obama’s campaign 


Washington 

As the presidential campaign 
ramped up earlier this year, 
Michelle Obama presented poet 
Maya Angelou with an award and 
a hug at the BET Honors award 
show. Two days later, she danced 
on an episode of “iCarly,” a tweens 
sitcom. 

She is on television almost as 
much as her husband is. But as 
ubiquitous as the first lady has 
become, she also has carved out a 
distinct role in President Obama’s 
re-election campaign and in the 
country: innocuous cheerleader, 
steering clear of the tough, hot-but- 
ton issues and carrying no hint of 
political liability that occasionally 
worried the campaign in 2008. 

In an era where it is not a stretch 
to anticipate a woman as president, 
how closely Michelle Obama hews 


to the traditional role of first lady 
is being watched closely for clues 
about how much and how little 
things have changed for high-pro- 
file political spouses. 

According to a campaign aide, 
the first lady’s playbook for the rest 
of the election season will be to 
avoid policy and political debates. 
After a rocky start to the 2008 cam- 
paign, when critics cast her as over- 
ly opinionated and strident, aides

helped remake her into a beloved, 
noncontroversial first lady. 

The campaign is determined to 
maintain her overwhelming pop- 
ularity by keeping her away from 
the ugly polarization of modern 
politics. 

David Axelrod, senior strategist 


for the campaign, said even when 
the first lady promotes her own 
issues, it benefits the campaign. 

“Anytime she’s out there is 
helpful,” he said. “We want her 
out there as much as we can get 
her time.” 

And she is out there. She has 
spoken at more than 50 fund- 
raisers, raising millions of dol- 
lars, and she has held conference 
calls with campaign volunteers 
and groups. 

But critics warn of a down- 
side: Such “aggressive exposure 
may dilute the power of her pres-

ence,” said Republican consultant 
Mary Matalin. 

The traditional niche of support- 
ive spouse remains the safest place 
for Michelle Obama, agreed Kath- 
erine Jellison, a history professor at 
Ohio University. Public assertion 
of her political views — or empha- 
sis on her Ivy League degrees and 
professional experience — could 
detract from her charm as a mom- 
in-chief and advocate for children 
and families. 

“It pains me to say that, because 
I would like women to be able to 
go out on the campaign trail and 
just say, ‘This is what I believe,’” 
Jellison said. 

Some Republicans suggest 
that Michelle Obama’s impact on 
Obama’s campaign is overstated. 

“Her popularity is not trans- 
ferable,” said Ari Fleischer, who 
served as press secretary for Pres- 
ident George W. Bush. “There’s no 
history that says it is.” 

Still, she will continue to fill the 
role of devoted spouse and mother 
— and pop -culture icon. 

“The more people see and get 
to know the first lady, the more 
they like her, and that is a huge 
benefit to the president,” said Jen 
Psaki, former White House deputy 
communications director, krissah
